Care Of Cows 


At Freshening 

The care and feeding of the dairy 
cow for the first month of her lacta¬ 
tion period is of great importance. 
Many a good year's production has 
been ruined by the failure on the part 
of the feeder to bring the cow to 
her mil gradually by the proper feed¬ 
ing. All men familiar with feeding 
livestock realize that the animals can¬ 
not be brought t® full feed in a few 
days’ time. Especially is this true of 
the dairy cow- If she has been cared 
for properly for the first three days 
following calving she ds then ready to 
be placed on a regular dry ration. The 
grain mixeure should be selected in 
order to eet . the individual cow's 
likes and dislikes and to furnish the 
proper balance of food nutrients at 
the cheapest cost. 

Grain After Four Days 

Beginning about the fourth day with 
a grain mixture of possibly four to five 
pounds daily, the ration may be gradu¬ 
ally increased. It is important that 
the increas© of the grain feed should 
not too rapid. In fact the addition 
of half a pound of grain every other 
day is sufficient. This is true beoause 
of the fact that a cow will respond 
practically as well to a small increase 
as to a large one, providing it is grad¬ 
ually maintained.

The Trend Of Prices 

Prices are workink lwer, but those 
who expect a substantial decrease 
wait some time. The Labor Gazette 
gives the average cost of a weekly 
budget for June $16.92, as compared 
with $16.02 in May, $L3.72 in June 
1919, and $7.35 in June 1914 

This looks like an upward trend but 
wholesale prices show a slight decline 
the index number for June being 349.3 
as against the high level of May 356.6 
Retail prices must follow more slowly 
—wholesalers will be the first to feel 
the trentL diffusion of lower 

^prices through retail channels necess¬ 
arily takes time. 

The general trend of wages may 
still move upwards in spots and no 
doubt the increase of railway rates, 
which now seems inevitable, will give 
further cause for the stiffening of the 
prices. Several factors are at work 
all tending to decrease consumption. 
The average person will not continue 
indefinitely to purchase as prices go 
up. There comes, eventually, a time 
when the worm turns, consumption 
declines and the downward trend 
gains accelerated force. In any gen¬ 
eral movement of prices there are al¬ 
ways sections where the wage increase 
comes slowly. 

Money must continue tight. The 
bulk of our net debt of over $2,000,- 
000.000 was not created for construc¬ 
tive purposes. It represents smoke 
and high explosives devoted to the 
cause of freedom. But freedom is 
nio-t a material thing and no matter 
how much we desire it or how willing 
we would be too spend three times the 
amount for a similiar purpose, we 
must not forget that wars butter no 
parsnips and the machinery of pro¬ 
duction runs down under the strain .of 
war. The amount necessarily ex¬ 
pended by this country on war since 
T914 would have been of great benefit 
in improving our railways, canals, 
bridges and roads, and in the devop- 
ment of various enterprizes of a ne¬ 
cessary national character throughout 
the Dominion. 

Some of the wastes of war we pay 
for in high prices, some in tight money 
and for still others the means of pay¬ 
ment is through the many and di¬ 
verse channels io.f taxation.
